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Bedroom

COUNCILLORS in Walsall 
have called for the contro¬ 
versial ‘bedroom tax’ to be 
scrapped. They are to write 
to Government ministers 
about concerns the tax could 
destroy neighbourhoods. 

A notice of motion 
demanding the authority 
express their “anger and 
dismay” at the reform, 
introduced this month, was 
agreed by councillors. It fol¬ 
lowed an hour-long debate 
over the bedroom tax at a 
meeting of the full council on 
Monday, where cross-party 
support was given to 
condemn its introduction. 

Rival 

Despite two rival amend¬ 
ments to the notice being 
voted down, the Labour-led 
statement of intent was sup¬ 
ported. It saw the Conserva¬ 
tives and Liberal Democrats 
in Walsall express their 
opposition towards the coali¬ 
tion government’s move. 

The motion by Labour 
leader Tim Oliver and coun¬ 
cillors Ann Young and Eileen 
Russell stated: “The impact 
of the ‘bedroom tax’ will con¬ 
tinue to fall disproportion¬ 
ately on less well-off 
residents and families across 
the borough of Walsall, who 
in many cases have no 
option but to face a further 
reduction in living stan¬ 
dards.” 

Liberal Democrat boss Ian 
Shires, who put forward an 
amendment calling for more 
social housing, said: “We are 
all agreed the bedroom tax is 
a waste of time, it is the 
worst piece of legislation we 
have seen in a long time.”

The meeting began with a moment 
of quiet reflection in honour of 87-year-old Baroness 
Thatcher, who died in London following a stroke. 

However, it was obvious to those in the public gallery that 
several members of Walsall’s opposition Labour group 
where not present during the silence. 

A member of the public, who does not wish to be named, 
claims the majority of Labour councillors were absent. 

“We may not have agreed with Margaret Thatcher’s poli¬ 
cies but she deserves better than the contempt and igno- 

Homeless help 

centre threat 

A COMMUNITY centre in Walsall which 
has supported homeless and vulnerable 
people for almost four decades could close 
due to a cash crisis. 

The Glebe Centre is using its reserves to 
stay open and could shut by the autumn, 
with the loss of six jobs, if no more funding 
is found. It costs £10,000-a-month to keep 
the Wednesbury Road project running. 

It relies on grants and donations to 
survive and provides subsidised hot meals, 
free showers, laundry facilities and clothing 
to the unemployed, the homeless and drug 
and alcohol addicted. Staff also assist with 
form filling and advice. 

Economic 

Geof Owen, vice-chairman of Comex, the 
trust which runs the centre, said: “We have 
tried to get grants but it has been very diffi¬ 
cult this year with the economic climate. We 
rely on churches and individuals to donate. 

“We are running on our reserves at the 
moment which might take us into the 
autumn. If we can’t find the funding by 
then we might have to close or reduce what 
we do. A lot of people are dependant on us. 

It’s also somewhere to go and get warm in 
this horrible weather.” 

The building, owned by the United 
Reformed Church, gets no financial support 
from the council or the health authority.

“I came into politics because I was 
against what Thatcherism did to the 
country. But I think when someone passes 
on we should respect that.” 

Walsall’s Labour group leader Councillor 
Tim Oliver said: “Councillors from all 
parties observed a moment’s silence for the 
former Prime Minister. Some Labour 
members weren’t present but neither were 
some Conservative members. It’s important 
to remember that this moment of silence 
was suggested by a Labour mayor (Council¬ 
lor Dennis Anson).” 

Willenhall North Labour Councillor 
Gareth Illman-Walker said: “I respect my 
colleagues for the choices they made. Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher was an incredibly divisive 
politician.” 

The former Prime Minister will be given a 
funeral with full military honours at St 
Paul’s Cathedral on Wednesday.

After making 210 appearances for 
Saddlers, a cartilage injury forced 
retirement at the age of 31 in 1962 but 
he remained in football, coaching 
youngsters at Fellows Park before 
managing Darlaston and Macclesfield. 

Following his retirement from foot¬ 
ball, Bill worked for Service Work 
Appliances in Darlaston for 30 years as 
a shop steward in the washing machine 
paint spraying department.

Snow and

Improvements are part of 
a £440,000 project funded by 
the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

Work is being done by 
Aldridge-based Midland 
Conservation Ltd. 

Zinc has been installed at 
its domed roof. Thieves 
caused damage put at thou¬ 
sands of pounds when they 
struck twice in 2011, ripping 
copper off the monument. 

The Barr Beacon Trust 
also agreed to fund a CCTV 
camera system with help 
from the SmartWater secu¬ 
rity firm.

More than 440 investigations into fly-tipping 


HUNDREDS of fly-tipping investigations 
were launched by council chiefs in just 12 
months as part of a crackdown on rubbish 
dumping in Walsall borough. 

Three people were prosecuted and two 
fixed penalties issued in the drive to clear 
dropped waste causing an eyesore across 
Walsall. 

The 442 investigations were conducted 
between last April and March this year, a 
report to the council has revealed. 


Fly-tipping is estimated to cost the 
authority almost £250,000 a year to clean up 
and in previous years more than 2,000 com¬ 
plaints have been recorded within 12 
months. 

Prosecute 

Hotspot areas areas around Bloxwich and 
Moxley are now being targeted by the 
authority which has hidden cameras to 
record those responsible. 

Walsall environmental boss Councillor 


Tom Ansell, said: “We are determined to 
crackdown on fly-tippers. We have got 
covert cameras that can be used. Where we 
can get enough evidence I am keen to take 
people to court and prosecute more people 
for doing fly-tipping.” 

In a report to the council, David Elring- 
ton, area manager for environmental health 
said: “Enforcement officers conducted 442 
fly-tipping investigations which could 
include follow-up visits, retrieval of evi¬ 


dence, witness and offender interviews and 
camera surveillance. This resulted in three 
prosecutions and the issue of two fixed 
penalty notices.” 

Regular hotspots have included Goscote 
Lodge Crescent, Shakespeare Crescent in 
Harden and Chaucer Road in Bloxwich. 

The council purchased six cameras as part 
of itswar against fly-tipping. 

Those prosecuted in Walsall have faced 
court bills of between £800 and £1,200. 


Banquet bid at club is 
rejected over parking 


PLANS to transform a former working men’s 
club into an expanded social club for up to 
500 guests in Walsall have been rejected, 
amid concerns over parking facilities. 


A scheme to revamp the 
empty Pleck Working Men’s 
Club, which closed two years 
ago, went to council plan¬ 
ners in a scheme that it was 
hoped would create 14 jobs. 

It was rejected over fears 
that it would affect people 
living near the Pleck Road 
site. 

Ward councillor Dennis 
Anson said that there were 
already parking problems 
and a more suitable commu¬ 
nity use was needed.

There would have been 
alterations to the building, 
including its height, for a 
new function, banqueting 
and social club with changed 
layout. 

The proposal was rejected 
by the council under dele¬ 
gated powers. 

Councillor Anson said: 
“We have had a lot of prob¬ 
lems with parking and there 
could be hundreds of people 
turning up. So I don’t think 
we could use it for that 
because of the parking. 

“I would like to see it come 
back into use as a commu¬ 
nity space.” 

Head of planning David 
Elsworthy said: “The pro¬ 
posals by reason of late

evening activity, additional

Nesting birds delay visitor centre 


THE final phase of the multi-million 
pound revamp of Walsall Arboretum 
has been delayed by six months 
because of nesting birds - pushing 
completion back to autumn 2014. 

The showpiece visitor centre is 
the fifth and final piece in the £7.6 
million park revamp. Work had been 
expected to start at Easter but has 
now been delayed until autumn. 

Council chiefs said they did not 
want to disturb wildlife and had to 


carry out work to stabilise an 
embankment to make the area safe 
first. Trees would have to be 
removed from the embankment but 
this could not be done when birds 
were nesting. 

Originally 

Leisure boss Anthony Harris said: 
“We are looking forward to work 
starting in September once the 
embankment stabilisation has been 


carried out. But the end result will 
definitely be worth all the blood, 
sweat and tears.” 

It means the visitor centre will 
now be completed by autumn 2014. 
It had originally been due to open 
later this year and become fully 
operational in 2014. 

The centre will include a cafete¬ 
ria, meeting room, classroom, offices 
and toilet facilities and will be 
created on the Centre Green. It will 


be the final part of a huge park 
transformation programme, which 
began in 2010. 

Councillor Harris added: “All of us 
associated with this project can’t 
wait to see the fully restored park, 
which will be a real asset to Walsall. ” 

A report to Walsall councillors 
earlier this year said work on the 
visitor centre would start in Easter, 
which was already a delay of several 
months. 


New intensive care 
unit to open in 2015 


A NEW multi-million pound intensive care unit 
at Walsall Manor Hospital is expected to open 
in 2015. Work on the 16-bed unit, costing £6 
million, is due to get under way in spring next 
year and take around 12 months to complete. 


The modern purpose-built 
facility at the hospital will be 
created at the entrance to 
the Inpatient Centre, for¬ 
merly the West Wing of the 
hospital. 

It will combine the serv¬ 
ices operated at the current 
high dependency and critical 
care units, which have six 
beds each. 

The scheme has been 
under discussion by the 
Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust and it was initially 
hoped work may begin this 
year, once the scheme had 
been finalised. 

Critical 

However, it is now 
expected to be 2014 before 
work can begin with comple¬ 
tion set for spring 2015. 

Jayne Tunstall, chief 
operating officer at Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust, 
said: “This is an exciting 
time for the Trust, continu¬ 
ing our redevelopment 
which began with the 
opening of the new hospital 
building in 2010.” 

She added: “The new 
Intensive Cardiac-Care Unit 
will provide the best possible 
service to our patients,

joining our current Inten¬ 
sive Therapy Unit and High 
Dependency Unit, bringing 
two areas of critical care 
together in one place.” 

It comes as health bosses 
are developing long-term 
plans to redevelop the Acci¬ 
dent and Emergency 
department at the Pleck 
Road site. 

The hospital has been hit 
by rising numbers of emer¬ 
gency admissions which 
have been stretching 
resources at the Manor since 
the winter. 

Latest figures showed 
there were 23,121 emer¬ 
gency admissions between 
last April and February of 
this year, compared with 
20,200 over the same period 
during 2011/12. 

The figures were also 
above the planned 20,379 
patients that the Manor had 
anticipated during 2012/13. 

The hospital is now braced 
for more pressures in its 
A&E department because of 
the proposed downgrade of 
Stafford and Cannock Hos¬ 
pitals.

A CONTROVERSIAL clam- 
pdown on “contaminated” 
recyclable rubbish in Walsall 
has been a success, the 
town’s environment boss 
insists. 

A zero-tolerance approach 
was launched by Walsall 
Council in November, which 
saw bins left unemptied if 
they contained items that 
could not be recycled. 

Figures showed almost 
50,000 bins went uncol¬ 
lected up to the start of 
March but the authority 
insists this is just a tiny per¬ 
centage of bins. 

Shop 

Environment boss coun¬ 
cillor Tom Ansell said: “We 
have run an effective cam¬ 
paign to reduce the amount 
of contamination in our 
recycling collections, reduc¬ 
ing contamination from 
more than 17 per cent in 
autumn 2012 to between 
seven per cent and eight per 
cent in January 2013. 

“This has helped our 
efforts to recycle as much 
household waste as possible 
whilst maintaining an 
income from the collection.” 

Recent figures show from 
November 19 to March 3 a 
total of 47,977 bins were left 
untouched. 

A pop-up shop offering 
information about what 
people can and cannot 
recycle will be open in 
Walsall town centre’s Sad¬ 
dlers Centre today (Thurs¬ 
day ) and Friday until 3pm 
as part of the campaign. 

Driving ban 
for a learner 

A LEARNER driver from 
West Bromwich who hit 
speeds up to 70mph during a 
police pursuit from Walsall 
to Bilston, before ploughing 
his car into an electricity 
sub-station, has been given a 
suspended jail sentence. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz told 
Jamie Edwards, 24, at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court that he was a “danger 
to the public” when behind 
the wheel. But, despite pre¬ 
vious convictions, reports 
stated Edwards, of Schofield 
Avenue, “had turned the 
corner”. 

Edwards admitted driving 
dangerously, having no 
licence or insurance. He was 
given a 12-month jail term 
suspended for 18 months, 
banned from driving for two 
years, put on 12 months 
supervision and given a 
three-month weekend 
curfew. 



Woman claimed £37k benefits when working B 


A BENEFITS cheat from Willenhall fraudulently pocketed 
more than £37,000 while working as a cook, a court heard. 

Mary Spittle falsely claimed incapacity benefit, housing 
and council tax benefit for more than four years by failing 
to declare she worked, Walsall magistrates heard. 

Mr Nick Baker, prosecuting on behalf of Walsall Council 
and the Department for Work and Pensions, said the 55- 
year-old started claiming benefits in 2005 on the basis she 
was unable to work and had no savings. 

In June 2007, she started work as a cook for United Care 
Ltd but kept receiving benefits. Her employer showed that 
she was paid monthly and received £6.50 an hour. 

Mr Baker said: “Any change in circumstances must be 
reported to the relevant department. None were reported 


and benefits continued to be paid. ” He said there was a “sig¬ 
nificant” overpayment in benefits of £37,606.83. 

Spittle, of Pinson Road, was interviewed by officers from 
the Department for Work and Pensions and Walsall Council 
in March last year. The court was told that Spittle had 
claimed to be aware of the rules surrounding benefits and 
the information it was necessary to declare. 

Forms 

Mr Baker said that she claimed she had filled forms in 
without reading them properly and thought she had been 
receiving tax credits rather than incapacity benefit. 

Spittle admitted failing to notify the council about a 
change in circumstances which would affect her housing 


and council tax benefits between August 2007 and March 
2012 . She admitted failing to notify the Department for 
Work and Pensions that she had been working whilst claim¬ 
ing incapacity benefit between June 2007 and February 
2012. The court heard that she had no previous convictions 
and the claim had not been fraudulent from the outset. 

Representing Spittle at Friday’s hearing, Mrs Sarb Sehmi 
said she her client accepted she should have told the rele¬ 
vant authorities that she had started working. 

Magistrates deemed the case was too serious to pass sen¬ 
tence due to the large amount of money and the length of 
time that Spittle had been claiming. They committed the 
case to Wolverhampton Crown Court on May 7. She was 
released on unconditional bail. 


Cat killings will not 
frighten away Judi 


A GRANDMOTHER has told how she was left devastated after her 
cats were killed during a series of break-ins at horse paddocks in 
Aldridge. 

The 12-year-old pets belonging to Judi Puffett were found dead during a spate of burgla¬ 
ries which saw up to seven stables and sites targeted within a matter of weeks. 

Police are investigating a number of break-ins at the stables off Back Lane, near Hobs 

Hall Lane, Aldridge, 
between March 9 and 26 
when generators, tools and 
horse equipment were 
taken. 

Police want to speak to 
four men, who have been 
seen in the area walking a 
white Lurcher dog. 

Officers say in each break- 
in cats were “savagely set 
upon by a dog.” 

Grandmother-of-12 Mrs 
Puffett said: “I am devas¬ 
tated. How would they like it 
if we went into their homes 
and started to kill their pets 
and take their belongings? 

Injured 

The 52-year-old from 
Sutton Coldfield, who has 
recovered from three mini¬ 
strokes, insists she will not 
be driven away by those 
responsible. 

“I like to spend time with 
my animals,” she said. “We 
thought about giving it up 
but we won’t let them win.” 

Mrs Puffett’s 18-month- 
old pony Polly Pocket suf¬ 
fered a leg injury. 

“The dog must have 
chased her around,” said Mrs 
Puffett. 

“We are lucky she didn’t 
have to be put down.” 

Her caravan on the site 
was ransacked and a secure 
unit was stripped of tools.

Call for market 
day bus service 

THE frequency of a bus service linking Darlaston with 
Bilston has been increased after it proved popular with cus¬ 
tomers. But calls were have been made to run the service 30 
bus on Thursdays to tie in with market days. 

Campaigners claim many who live in Moxley would like 
to travel to Bilston Market on Thursdays but struggle 
because the bus does not run on that day. 

The new 30 service bus was introduced in September last 
year following demands for a bus after the 339 was dropped. 
It will now switch from an hourly to a half-hourly service, 
although Willenhall is no longer included in the route 
because of low levels of uss. 

Councillor Paul Bott, independent representative for 
Darlaston South, said lots of Moxley folk wanted to go to 
Bilston Market. 

The service is run by Centro and Walsall Community 
transport. Bosses said they regularly reviewed bus services 
to meet demand.

Weird and wonderful 
world of old curio Shop

Vintage chic has given a new lease 
of life to a unique Walsall business 
selling bric-a-brac from yesteryear. 
LISA O’BRIEN takes a look 
inside The Curio Shop 
A 100-YEAR-OLD vacuum 
cleaner, Roman brooches and a 
solid brass gun sight are some 
of the weird and wonderful 
finds at a Walsall antiques 
treasure trove celebrating its 
44th anniversary in the town. 

The Curio Shop, in George Street, 
attracts interest from all over the world 
and has even caught the eye of famous 
musicians. 

Packed from floor to ceiling with 
thousands of historical gems, each week 
it is visited by scores of antique hunters 
and curious shoppers looking for some¬ 
thing unusual to fill a space in their 
homes. 

The store is increasingly attracting a 
younger audience with an eye for 
vintage, chic items. 

Antiques 

From old fashioned phones and furni¬ 
ture to trinkets and money boxes, owner 
Spencer Evans has trawled through 
homes, searched market stalls and 
bought treasures from his own cus¬ 
tomers. 

He came across the gun sight just last 
week and believes it is from an English 
firearm, but he is hoping to find out more 
as he researches his latest additions. 

“I was born with an interest in 
antiques and all things old,” the father- 
of-two said. 

“I’ve always had a fascination for old 
things, social history and the way we used 
to live. Life has changed so much. 

“I look for quirky things and those 
which will make an impact.” 

The only item not up for sale in the 


shop is a long, thin 1913 American 
hoover, which works by pumping the 
handle up and down by hand and was 
found in an outhouse in Walsall. 

Mr Evans, aged 44, of Highgate, 
Walsall, said: “It’s a novelty item. I’ve 
had it in my collection for the last 25 


years. “I’ve just sold a 1950s Hotpoint 
washing machine to someone in London 
which still works. 

“The moment I saw it, I loved it. It has 
a classic design. 

“I bought the solid brass gun sight 
last week and I just got a 1980s Russian 


sailor hat from the Baltic Fleet from 
someone on a market. 

“There are Roman brooches in the 
shop which are 2,000 years old. Some 
people found them with metal detectors 
in the West Midlands. They are only tiny 
but would have been worn on tunics. 

“I’ve met all kinds of people with lots 
of different tastes. If I don’t have some¬ 
thing in, I will try and find it. 

“I once found a Victorian upright 
piano and delivered it to a customer in 
Paris.” 

Mr Evans said he also once sold a 
trumpet to Roy Wood from Birmingham- 
based band Wizzard, and on another 
occasion a gyrating Elvis radio was 
bought by Alain Whyte, Morrissey’s gui¬ 
tarist. 

Furniture from the 1960s and 1970s is 
now being sought by visitors to the store 
and there has been a notable rise in 
teenage and younger customers in recent 
years. “They love the shabby chic and 
vintage look,” said Mr Evans, who has 
also been selling from market stalls in 
Walsall for the past five years. 

Heroes 

Among the other antiques in the store 
are a 1949 Boys Book of Heroes annual, 
1930s pixie statue and 1970s Donald 
Duck money box. 

Mr Evans said he was called up on a 
weekly basis to take part in house clear¬ 
ances and was hoping to do more in the 
future, employing an additional member 
of staff to help. 

The business was opened in Freer 
Street by John Owen, who was originally 
from Wednesbury, on April 3, 1969. 

Mr Evans came to work for the busi¬ 
ness in 1992 - three years before Mr 
Owen died, aged 58. 

The shop moved to its smaller base in 
George Street in 2009 because the 
former site was ruled structurally dan¬ 
gerous by engineers. The Grade II listed 
building was ordered to close by Walsall 
Council in December 2008.

Focus on care 



“We want to improve life expentancy” - Amrik Gill, 
chairman of Walsall Clinical Commisioning Group 

CONCENTRATING on care in the home, managing long¬ 
term conditions and improving life expectancy rates will be 
key issues for the new Walsall Clinical Commissioning 
Group, says its chairman. 

The group, which replaces the town’s Primary Care 
Trust, will serve around 250,000 people and covers 67 GP 
practices. It will be responsible for handling around £338 
million of taxpayers cash. 

Dr Amrik Gill, chair of Walsall CCG, said that work in 
making changes had already begun but there was much 
more to do. He explained that feedback from patient partic¬ 
ipation groups, set up in surgeries throughout Walsall, 
would be taken into account in the group’s action plans. The 
group will also work with the local authority. 

Goals 

“These are very early days,” said Dr Gill,a GP in the 
Bentley area for 30 years. “The main aims and goals will be 
to increase the health and wellbeing of the people of Walsall. 

“Walsall is a deprived area. Life expectancy in the east is 
higher than the west. We want to improve life expectancy. 

“We will focus on how to prevent long-term conditions 
like diabetes and how to make people more self aware of 
their conditions and look after them better to prevent com¬ 
plications.” 

He said the group aimed to encourage care in the home. 

“The challenges are huge but if we can pull it off the 
opportunities are great. The CCG has to really work with 
the people,” added Dr Gill.

Life is so sweet as cake 
business plans to grow 



Cul-de-sac to be wider 


PLANS to create extra parking 
spaces and widen a cul-de-sac in 
Walsall have been given the go- 
ahead by council chiefs. 

Extra room for emergency vehi¬ 
cles to get through Woodwards 
Place, Alumwell, will be created as 
part of the plans put forward by 
Walsall Housing Group. 

The road goes around a central 
grassed area but is narrow, meaning 
cars find it difficult to pass. It also 
sees vehicles blocking part of the 
carriageway. 

The application creates parking 
spaces on the central island with 23 
additional plots to serve the 18 prop¬ 
erties. 

The report says: “The parking 


spaces have been laid out around the 
turning circle, meaning that resi¬ 
dents can see their cars from their 
windows with ease. Being close to 
their properties, it is hoped that this 
will encourage those with cars to use 
the new spaces rather than parking 
on the road.” 

The proposal has received plan¬ 
ning permission under delegated 
powers. 

Council head of planning David 
Elsworthy said: “The increased 
width of the highway will allow 
better access for refuse and emer¬ 
gency vehicles. The provision of 
parking spaces off road will benefit 
the local residents and improve 
highway safety.” 


NEW jobs are on the horizon at a 
Walsall cake-making firm as 
bosses plan to open a second 
factory in the town. 

Bosses at Perfection Foods Ltd, which 
opened its current base at Walsall Enter¬ 
prise Park in February last year, say busi¬ 
ness is booming thanks to a new range that 
is being trialled in Europe and America. 

A new UK range is also due to launch 
shortly and the company is looking for a 
second site in Walsall to open a much bigger 
factory in the next two or three years. 

Export director Gurdeep Singh Bath said 
the move would create jobs but he could not 
yet say how many. 

He said the family firm’s old site in 
Wednesbury may also open for production 
again in the future for making specialist 
cakes, such as those that are gluten-free. 

Production 

Mr Bath, 33, of Park Hall, said: “We are 
going into new markets. We have increased 
our capacity and production significantly in 
the last year. Production has grown more 
than 40 per cent. 

“We are in discussions about having 
another site. The business is expanding. It 
will probably be another two or three years 
before that happens. The new site would be 
for mass markets and would be for mass 
production.” 

The company produces more than a 
million cakes a week and bakes more than 
40 products. Its Chelsea Bakery range has 
been developed for the export market and is 
being trialled this year, with an official 
launch planned for next year. 

Mr Bath said the brand was already 
selling better than expected and the firm 
was sending “truck loads” of cakes abroad. 

The brand, Cake Basket, will be available 
in Booker Cash and Carry nationwide. 

Mr Bath added: “The business started 
out with my father supplying corner shops 
in the area and it’s really exciting how it is 
expanding.”

Locks building makes 
way for 50 new homes 

AN HISTORIC former lock build¬ 
ing in Willenhall has now been 
pulled down, bringing a £5.2 
million housing development a 
step closer to reality. 

Almost 50 homes will be built at the 
former Josiah Parkes factory site in Wood 
Street. The locally-listed former Union 
Locks building has now been flattened to 
bring the scheme forward. 

The developer had to apply for special per¬ 
mission for the demolition because of the 
1930s building’s heritage status. It has been 
reduced to rubble and the site is being 
cleared ready for work to start. 

There will be 35 two, three and four- 
bedroom homes and 12 two-bedroom apart¬ 
ments built on the site in the coming 
months. 

Waiting 

They will be developed by Accord Group 
and Westbury Partnerships, along with 
Walsall Council. It will provide homes for 
people on rental housing waiting lists and 
work is expected to be completed by late 
autumn this year. 

Willenhall South Councillor Sean Cough- 
lan has welcomed the work to regenerate the 
site. He said: “I’m pleased the development 
is going forward. 

“It’s been a long time coming. We always 
saw it as part of the regeneration of the town 
centre.” 

Les Burrows, chairman of Willenhall 
History Society, added: “You hate to see 
these things go but it had to be done. 

“You can’t hold on to things forever. 
“People need housing and I am glad they 
are doing something with the site.” 

The new development is part of Accord 
Group’s plans to build 1,500 new homes 
across the West Midlands in the next four 
years. 

Josiah Parkes and Sons acquired the land 
in Wood Street in 1883 and bought further 
sites in Union Street and Wood Street.

Rare-breed dogs are 
a target for thieves 


RARE breeds of dog are being 
stolen from Black Country 
homes and sold every year, 
with some being taken by 
thieves who then demand a 
ransom. 

Chihuahuas, Japanese akitas, 
Siberian huskies and lurchers are 
among more than 400 animals taken 
by thieves over the past three years. 

Experts say the poor state of the 
economy means dogs are being stolen 
by people “looking to make a fast buck” 
and cash in on high-value animals, 
with some being sold in pubs. 

Figures obtained by the Chronicle’s 
sister newspaper the Express & Star 
show that since 2010, 443 dogs were 
reported stolen across the Stafford¬ 
shire, West Midland and West Mercia 
police force areas. 

The Kennel Club, the largest UK 
organisation for dogs’ health and 
welfare, said more needed to be done to 
protect dogs. 

Missing 

Spokesman Bill Lambert said: 
“There appears to be an increase in dog 
thefts and dogs going missing. 

“The stories we get are of a lot of 
dogs being stolen from gardens and 
places where they are tied up, such as 
outside shops. 

“We hear of more and more stories, 
possibly attached to the poor economy 
and times of hardship, where people 
will steal anything to make a fast buck. 

“We hear of dogs being sold in pubs 
for just £50 or £100. 

“What is more worrying is that dogs 
are being stolen and then returned to 
the owners for a ransom payment. The 
number of those stories is increasing, 
so that is a real concern.” 

Figures, revealed after a Freedom of 
Information request by the Express & 


Star, show that 216 dogs were stolen in 
the West Midlands since 2010, a 
further 114 in Staffordshire and 113 in 
West Mercia. 

The most common breed stolen is 
the Staffordshire bull terrier. Siberian 
huskies can be sold for up to £700 legit¬ 
imately while Japanese akitas can 
fetch up to £1,200 each. On the black 
market, animals would be sold for a 
fraction of those prices. 

Michael Lambeth, 55, told of his 


heartache since his Willenhall home 
was broken into and three bulldog 
puppies taken in January. 

Mr Lambeth says he is constantly 
looking over his shoulder, in fear that 
the culprits may return. 

He said: “I just felt so sick when I 
realised they’d taken the puppies - I 
bottle-fed those pups from day one. 

“I’m always on edge - just going up 
the garden I’m looking over my shoul¬ 
der.”

CAMPAIGNERS against plans to 
chop down trees at Brownhills 
Common to create more heath- 
land are calling for a public 
meeting over the proposals. 

Hundreds of people have signed a petition 
against plans to increase the amount of 
heathland at the beauty spot from 36 per 
cent to 60 per cent. It would mean the pos¬ 
sible felling of just underhalf of the area’s 
trees - a move which has sparked concern. 

Now campaigners are calling for a public 
meeting so people can find out more and 
also air their views on the plans. 

Demand 

Some residents fear the removal of trees 
could drive deer away from the site. 

Barrie Poxon, vice chairman of the Local 
Brownhills Committee, said the main aim 
for campaigners now was to force a meeting. 

“The petition is still doing the rounds and 
is in many shops in Brownhills and a lot of 
people have signed it,” said the 72-year-old. 

“But the main thing we want is a public 
meeting.” 

Walsall Council has teamed up with 
Natural England to increase the amount of 
lowland heathland at the common, which 
has been designated a site of special scien¬ 
tific interest. 

Lowland heathland is considered a “rare 
and threatened habitat”. 

They insist no mature trees would be cut 
down but scrub, conifers and bramble would 
be cleared. 

Consultation will take place before any 
work starts and the Forestry Commission 
have to give final approval. 

Council leisure boss Anthony Harris said: 
“People understandably become very 
anxious when there is a suggestion of tree 
felling. 

“But the last thing our countryside serv¬ 
ices team would support is something that 
would be detrimental to such an important 
site.”

Calls were made to 
improve “inadequate” care 
of vulnerable children, and 
new children’s services boss 
Rose Collinson stepped into 
her role calling for a cut in 
agency staff. 

She said they needed “con¬ 
sistent staff who know 
Walsall children and Walsall 
communities”. 

Agency staff has been 
reduced from 52 to 40 in the 
last two months, with plans 
for a similar reduction over 
six months. 

Permanent 

A team of 110 permanent 
staff has 82 social workers 
and 28 senior practitioners 

Ofsted said council safe¬ 
guarding services, and its 
capacity to improve, was 
inadequate after a two-week 
June inspection. 

An improvement notice 
was served on it. 

Workforce planning was 
criticised for “frequent use 
of agency workers and “rela-

tively inexperienced” staff 
group. 

Ms Collinson said: “In the 
past two months, we have 
achieved a reduction of 23 
per cent in agency staff 
numbers, from 52 to 40. 

“We aim to reduce a 
similar number in the next 
six months in line with the 
development of the service 
and the needs and priorities 
of our children and fami¬ 
lies.” 

A group of councillors will 
visit parts of children’s serv¬ 
ices to find out how the 
system works. 

A report will then go to the 
children’s and young 
people’s scrutiny panel. 

It emerged last year that 
the number of agency staff 
placements in the children’s 
services department more 
than doubled in eight 
months.

Relics of the Romans 
and an icon of rock 

NEW blockbuster exhibitions are proving a huge draw 
at two of London’s most famous museums, offering an 
insight into the lives of Roman communities frozen in 
time and a look at the creative genius of a rock legend. 

At the British Museum, Life and Death Pompeii and Herculaneum 
brings together more than 250 fascinating relics, including many recent 
discoveries, from the Roman towns smothered by volcanic ash in AD 79 
when Mount Vesuvius erupted.

THE REOPENING of contami¬ 
nated playing fields in Walsall for 
sports will be delayed because of 
the bad weather. 

Ball games are due to return to Broadway 
West Playing Fields for the first time in a 
decade as part of £400,000 plans to make the 
land safe. Sports have been banned at the 
site since 2003 following the discovery of 
dangerous metals in soil samples. 

Leisure chiefs are carrying out work to 
bring the field back into use, with new top 
soil being laid.

Whilst the 
delays caused by the adverse weather might 
be frustrating, it is more important that we 
get it right, and provide some first rate facil¬ 
ities in an area that needs them.”

Group is backing more 
brewers in the borough 


A GROUP which offered 
support to an historic 
brewery in Walsall for more 
than a decade - and spear¬ 
headed a campaign to save 
it - is to raise the profile of 
other breweries in the 
borough. 

The Friends of Highgate Brewery, a 
voluntary organisation set up in 
1995, has announced it will work with 
breweries and micro-breweries to 
offer support. 

The group has opened talks with 
bosses at the expanding Backyard 
Brewhouse, based in Brownhills. 

Steve Orford, chairman of the group, 


said the decision to look further afield 
was taken because members were 
uncertain about the future of Grade II- 
listed Highgate Brewery, in Sandy- 
mount Road, Highgate, which is more 
than 115-years-old. 

Horizons 

The group, which has around 90 
members, campaigned to save the 
brewery after it shut three years ago, 
with the loss of 22 jobs. 

A ‘Save Highgate Brewery’ Facebook 
group was launched and it was joined 
by more than 1,900 members. 

The brewery was taken over by a 
private consortium later that year 
which announced plans to transform 
the hospitality suite into a mini¬ 
museum and to open a shop. 


Mr Orford said members had last 
spoken to bosses about plans for the 
brewery more than a year ago but 
efforts to contact them since had failed. 

He explained: “We are hoping to 
expand our horizons and be friends of 
Walsall breweries, rather than just 
Highgate. 

“We are carrying on our ethos and 
are supporting local breweries. 

“At the moment we have Backyard 
Brewhouse on board. They are expand¬ 
ing quite vastly and have reopened The 
Fountain Inn. 

“We are not taking our eye off the 
ball when it comes to Highgate but we 
want to support other breweries too,” 
he added.

BACK in the good old days, 
Walsall was adorned by a 
grand railway station, the 
heart of the town’s trans¬ 
port system. 

The first railway line through 
Walsall - the Grand Junction 
Railway between Birmingham and 
Warrington - had opened in 1837, 
with a station at Bescot Bridge. In 
1847 South Staffordshire Railway 
opened a temporary station in 
Bridgeman Place, linking with the 
Grand Junction line. The Wichnor 
Junction line to Dudley opened in 
1849, connecting with Walsall. 

A magnificent new building, 
designed by Queen Mary’s 
Grammar School ‘old boy’ Edward 
Adams, was built for the South 
Staffordshire Railway in Station 
Street that year. 

The SSR opened the Cannock 
line in 1858, extending to Rugeley 
1859. The London and North 
Western Railway took over the 
Cannock line in 1861, widening 
Walsall Station to accommodate

freight trains. The Wolverhampton 
Line was opened in 1872 by the 
Wolverhampton and Walsall 
Railway. By then the Midland 
Railway was negotiating for 
running rights to Walsall. 

Walsall Station was rebuilt in 
1883 with a main entrance in Park 
Street and separate booking offices 
for the LNWR and Midland Rail¬ 
ways. The LNWR owned the 
station. The old station became 
used for parcels and administra¬ 
tion. 

In March 1916 a fire damaged the 
booking hall but due to the First 
World War the station could only be 
patched up. 

The iron and glass canopy 
forming the Park Street entrance 
was retained when an imposing 
new circular booking hall and con¬ 
course were built after the war. 
Adorned with Grecian-style pillars, 
leaded roof windows and oak-pan¬ 
elled walls, this beautiful building, 
opened in 1923 by the LNWR Dis¬ 


trict Superintenden, Mr. J.F. Brad¬ 
ford, is well remembered by older 
local people. 

With the growth of car owner¬ 
ship, the station’s importance 
declined. The ‘Beeching Axe’ in 
1965 left passenger trains between 
Walsall and Birmingham only. 
Walsall Station was virtually 
defunct by 1977 when the service 
went hourly. 

In 1978 the old station was 
replaced with the Saddlers Centre, 
opened in 1980. The station became 
little more than a glorified halt with 
a tiny ticket office and concourse. 

In the late 20th century, however, 
rail passenger services underwent a 
national revival, including Walsall 
Station.

The search for a star 
to light up our lives 


ack in the mid-1970s, when 
Simon Cowell was a teenager 
with big dreams of fame and 
fortune, host Derek Hobson welcomed 
countless acts to the ATV studios for 
New Faces. 

Although the show was a launch 
pad for the likes of Lenny Henry and 
Victoria Wood, in retrospect the format 
was more like Phoenix Nights’ 
auditions than prime-time Saturday 
night. 

A good idea, but a limited budget, 
drab set and male-dominated judging 
panel meant it was in need of glamour 
and pizzazz. By June 2007, things had 
changed as Cowell launched his 
version of the good old-fashioned 
talent show. 

Britain’s Got Talent, ITV, Saturday, 

7pm not only struck a chord with the 
masses, it became an annual 
institution. 

That first run aired on consecutive 
nights on ITV1, with the first five 
shows featuring the audition stages, 
held in London, Cardiff, Birmingham 
and Manchester. 

The final four episodes were the live 
semi-finals and final, with opera singer 


Paul Potts emerging as the winner of 
the public vote. 

It was watched by more than 
11 million viewers, so little wonder ITV 
bosses were left hungry for more. In 
the years that followed, we’ve seen 
dancer George Sampson, dance 
troupe Diversity, acrobatic outfit 
Spelbound, singer Jai McDowall, and 
dancing dog act Ashleigh and Pudsey 
all clinch victory, with last year’s live 
final on May 12 attracting 12.5million 
viewers. Ashleigh and Pudsey also 
went home half-a-million pounds 
richer thanks to the highest payout in 
BGT’s history. 

Which brings us to this year’s 
contest as recent chart-busters Ant 
and Dec return for another selection 
of weird and wonderful acts hoping to 
launch their careers, get their hands 
(or paws) on that cash, and perform at 
the Royal Variety Performance in 
December. 

The latest auditions kicked off on 
January 7 this year, and now is your 
first chance to see the good, the bad 
and the downright dreadful. Of course, 
as Susan Boyle proved, you don’t 
even need to win the show to become 
a global sensation. _ 


Runners up Stavros Flatley, Twist & 
Pulse and Paul Burling proved good 
value for money on home turf, but the 
viral appeal of Su-Bo’s I Dreamed A 
Dream audition not only won a 
worldwide fanbase, but also helped 
greenlight an Oscar-winning movie 
version of Les Miserables. Who knows 
what this year’s contestants are 
capable of achieving? 

One woman who’s thrilled to be 
back on the judging panel is Amanda 
Holden. “I can’t wait. It’ll be really 
interesting to see the dynamic and 
see whether David Walliams will be 
able to get away with murder like he 
did last year,” she laughs. Along with 
Messrs McPartlin and Donnelly, 
Holden is the thread that ties all the 
series together, honking her way 
through act after act with THAT laugh, 
and some often brilliant soundbites, 
such as her retort to a grumpy Cowell 
in one episode: “Get back in your 
cave, Voldemort.”

THERE must be tens of thousands 
of car buyers who, when looking for 
a vehicle to fill their needs, simply 
want something that is safe and rea¬ 
sonably sturdy, with no frills, that 
gets them from A to B - and looks 
reasonable.

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Smaller Merc 
proved the 
cynics were 
just wrong

IN the four-door coupe market, Mercedes has 
form. When it was launched, the original CLS 
prompted much head-scratching from the 
press and was dismissed by many as little 
more than a glamorous sideshow. Oh, how 
wrong they were. 

For buyers seeking E-Class levels of road presence but 
wanting something more eye-catching than a traditional 
saloon, the CLS delivered in spades and was bought in 
droves. So, how do you expand the appeal of something like 
the CLS? Simple, you build a smaller one and call it the CLA. 

Seeking to cause the same disruption in the compact 
executive saloon market, the CLA’s aim is to add some 
much-needed glamour and, crucially, encourage younger 
buyers to embrace what’s often viewed as an older person’s 
brand. 

Key to the CLA’s appeal is that it doesn’t look like a con¬ 
ventional Mercedes. Displaying similar design cues as the 
latest generation A-Class at the front and a pleasingly 
shapely rear, the car’s appearance blends visual appeal with 
the ability to slice through the air more efficiently than your 
average small saloon - Mercedes has the numbers to prove 
it, too. 

Rakish looks and the CLA’s coupe-like profile aside, the 
car is different mechanically from your average Mercedes C- 
Class in that it’s front-wheel drive. 

This bucking of the premium market trend continues 
with power coming exclusively from four-cylinder engines - 
petrol and diesel - including a four-wheel drive AMG 
version. 

UK buyers initially get a choice of a 1.6-litre 122-horse¬ 
power petrol motor badged as CLA 180 and a 2.1-litre 170- 
horsepower CLA 220 CDI diesel unit. Launch specification 
is a six-speed manual transmission for the former and 
seven-speed direct-shift automatic for the latter. 

The CLA is a two-trim range - Sport and AMG Sport - 
boasting comfort and sport suspension set-ups respectively. 

The reality is a car that, despite being a fraction longer 
than a C-Class, feels surprisingly compact on the road. 

Comfortably 

The largely A-Class-influenced cabin fascia works well, 
especially the generously dimensioned central colour 
display and familiar switchgear, and there’s enough room 
up front for two adults to sit comfortably. In the back, it’s 
not quite the compromise you might first think. 

Granted, headroom is modest for all the obvious reasons, 
but there’s enough legroom for adults if the journey is short, 
yet there’s plenty of space for a small but growing family. 
Space isn’t an issue in the boot - all 470 litres of it - and 
there’s the double bonus of folding rear seats. 

Funky looks and reassuringly high levels of real-world 
practicality notwithstanding, the car’s also got to drive well. 

In front-drive guise, the CLS delivers a solid performance 
on a wide variety of road surfaces. The difference between 
comfort and sport set-ups is noticeable, although it’s good 
to know that the latter doesn’t disgrace itself on poorly sur¬ 
faced urban roads. 

The lack of pitch and roll when travelling at speed plus 
above-average levels of cabin refinement can be credited to 
the car’s well-sorted chassis and class-leading aerodynam¬ 
ics respectively. 

And in diesel guise, a choice likely to be popular with 
company car drivers, the combination of low noise and 
ample pulling power help cement the CLA’s engaging 
driver-focused appeal. 

For the UK, Mercedes is pitching the CLA as a youthful 
alternative to conventional compact executive models. 

As such, there’s a predictable sporty theme extending 
past the car’s model names; 18in wheels are the default size 
for both trim levels along with sports front seats and a 
chunky three-spoke steering wheel. 

The icing on the cake is the car’s polished road manners, 
which do much to banish any idea that it’s a car that’s aban¬ 
doned substance for style.

Saddlers' hopes of 
glory remain intact

WALSALL’S big birthday bash 
could yet end with a bang. 

But the Saddlers’ hopes of marking a sig¬ 
nificant milestone with something truly 
special now hang in the balance after an 
afternoon of festivities and frustration, 
writes Steve Madeley. 

A draw against Sheffield United on the 
125th anniversary of the club’s formation 
did not kill hopes of gatecrashing the League 
One play-offs as they extended their 
remarkable unbeaten run to 13 games. 

But a scruffy second-half equaliser from 
Blades substitute Chris Porter had Smith 
and Co lamenting two dropped points from 
another fine performance. 

It left them in little doubt that, with three 
games to go in a season few fans will forget 
in a hurry, they have no margin for error if 
they are to claim an unlikely top-six finish. 

Chance 

Three more displays like Saturday’s 
would give Walsall a real chance of 
maximum points and put them in the mix 
for a play-off spot. 

Should they reach that, Saddlers can only 
hope their rivals have wasted enough of 
their games in hand to do them a favour. 

They can take real heart from the latest 
display. For more than an hour of an engag¬ 
ing contest, they left one of League One’s 
genuine big-hitters chasing shadows with a 
performance of passing, movement and 
energy that encapsulated the footballing 
philosophy Dean Smith has implemented. 

That they played so well for so long only 
enhanced the feeling of anti-climax at 
ending the day without maximum points. 

There were times during their dark mid¬ 
season winless spell that Walsall’s fans 
would have rejoiced at a share of the spoils 
against a Blades side who went so long 
unbeaten at the beginning of the campaign. 

And a point was still no mean feat against 
a United outfit who, for all their creative 


deficiencies on a pitch that they never got to 
grips with, proved resolute and disciplined 
against waves of home attacks. 

Yet in the context of their recent fortunes 
and their up-on-the-rails challenge for a 
play-off berth, it felt like a huge opportunity 
had gone begging for Smith’s men. 

If only Febian Brandy could have matched 
his fabulous pace and trickery with some 
cool finishing, the hosts would have been 
out of reach long before the Blades claimed 
their equaliser just after the hour mark. 

Instead, they found themselves with only 
Craig Westcarr’s 44th-minute strike to 
protect when the visitors finally woke from 
their attacking slumbers. 

And Porter’s close-range strike that came 
with the assistance of both posts meant on- 
loan keeper Sam Johnstone had to pick the 


ball out of his net for the first time in four 
games with the Saddlers. 

Things had looked so good for Smith 
when his side made all the early running, 
with Jamie Paterson’ long-range effort 
flying just over before the same player saw a 
shot deflected behind. 

Brandy - a constant menace to the visi¬ 
tors - went close just before the break with 
a cross-shot that just missed. But Westcarr 
struck just two minutes later, collecting a 
Baxendale pass and spinning to score. 

A Jamie Murphy run snuffed out by Andy 
Taylor was the only moment of alarm for the 
Saddlers. 

Brandy’s big moment arrived just three 
minutes after the restart when he collected 
a James Baxendale pass and found himself 
in the clear, only to send a tame shot wide.

And he had another near miss later on 
when keeper George Long saved an effort he 
should not have been allowed to get near. 

But between those moments, the Blades 
struck their unlikely equaliser as substitute 
left-back Mai Benning gave Kevin McDon¬ 
ald too much room to shoot. 

Johnstone touched the effort superbly 
onto one post but watched in horror as it 
struck the other and fell for Porter to score. 

By the time the final whistle blew to leave 
Saddlers shoulders hunched, the sense of 
desperation among the home crowd was pal¬ 
pable as they sensed a fabulous chance to 
end a landmark day in celebratory mood. 

But where there’s life, there’s hope. 

And playing as they did at the weekend, 
Saddlers fans should not rule out an extra 
special party in a momentous year.
